To  the  Oundle  Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  laying  before  you  my  Annual 
Report,  which  is  of  a  satisfactory  character,. 

"I'he  Births  number  42,  giving  a  birth-rate  of  17-4  per  1,000  ; 
that  is  about  the  average  rate  for  the  district. 

The  total  Deaths  registered  number  46,  giving  the  somewhat 
high  rate  of  19T  per  1,000.  Of  these  however  10  were  deaths  of 
non-residents  residing  in  the  district,  leaving  36  as  the  nett 
number  of  deaths  belonging  to  the  district,  giving  a  rate  of  i4'9 
per  1,000. 

Only  two  deaths  occurred  under  the  age  of  one  year,  and  the 
rate  per  1,000  births  47 '6  is  the  lowest  for  the  past  decade. 

Only  one  death  from  pulmonary  tubercle  is  registered,  and 
tubercle  accounts  for  no  other  deaths,  a  most  satisfactory  feature. 

Cancer  claims  2  deaths.

I  have  had  23  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases.  This  is 
a  much  larger  number  than  usual. 

14  cases  notified. — None  fatal. 

There  have  been  straggling  cases  of  scarlatina  throughout  the 
year.  Hap|jily  they  have  been  mild  attacks,  in  several  cases  only 
recognized  by  the  parents  when  the  peeling  stage  had  arrived. 

Under  our  present  system  it  is  impossible  to  properly  isolate 
the  cases.  There  is  not  enough  accomodation  in  the  cottages  for 
the  patient  to  have  a  room  to  himsell,  and  the  mother  has  to 
attend  to  patient  and  family  The  husband  in  several  cases  has 
had  to  go  to  rooms. 
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I  do  trust  the  Council  will  be  able  to  come  to  some  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  Rural  District  Council  to  enable  us  to  send  our 
cases  to  their  Isolation  Hospital. 

Diphtheria  6  cases  notified. — Two  fatal. 

In  February  four  cases  were  notified,  they  were  all  mild  cases. 
In  April  a  very  severe  case  occurred  which  proved  fatal  in  a  few 
days.  In  October  another  severe  case  occurred  which  proved 
fatal  a  month  later  from  paralysis  and  bronchitis.  Of  the  two 
fatal  cases,  one  if  not  both  were  imported  into  the  District. 

Enteric  An  imported  case  occurred  here,  Kettering  being  the  source 

of  infection. 


Zymotic  During  the  year  your  Council  has  made  an  arrangement  with 

Diseases  the  Rural  District  Council  enabling  us  to  use  their  Disinfecting 
Station.  This  is  proving  most  beneficial. 


Drainage  and  These  are  both  excellent. 

Sewerage 

Water  Supply  This  continues  to  be  excellent,  both  in  quantity  and  quality; 

the  pumping  station  and  filter  beds  are  in  good  order. 


Slaughter-  These  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  found  clean  and  in 

houses,  Dairies,  good  order, 
and  Bakehouses 

Factory  Act  The  Workshops  have  been  inspected  and  found  .satisfactory 

as  to  lighting,  ventilation  and  sanitary  accomodation. 

Overcrowding  One  case  of  Overcrowding  was  brought  to  my  notice  ;  I 

visited  the  premises  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  a  notice  to 
abate  the  nuisance  was  served  and  carried  out. 


Milk  Supply  This  is  of  good  quality. 

There  is  no  public  veterinary  examination  made  of  the  cows  ; 
but  the  very  few  cases  of  tubercle  in  the  town  leads  one  to  infer 
that  the  cows  are  healthy  and  well  kept,  and  not  a  source  of 
tubercular  infection. 


Other  Foods 


I  have  had  no  complaints  made  as  to  the  presence  of 
unsound  food.

This  is  removed  twice  a  week,  your  cart  collecting  the  refuse 
and  taking  it  to  the  Sewage  farm. 

Only  parish  cases  are  compulsorily  notifiable,  and  I  have 
received  no  notifications. 
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The  somewhat  disquieting  feature  of  the  year  has  been  the 
the  prevalence  of  sore  throats  on  and  off  during  the  past  12  months. 
In  some  cases  they  have  been  very  mild  and  in  others  the  reverse 
has  been  the  case.  I'he  drainage  and  sewerage  of  the  town  are 
excellent,  the  water  and  milk  supply  good,  and  at  present  I  cannot 
offer  a  satisfactory  explanation  as  to  the  cause. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  again  urge  upon  you  the,  in  my 
opinion,  necessity  of  making  some  accomodation  for  notifiable 
infectious  ca.ses.  With  the  Rural  District’s  Hospital,  situate  in 
your  Urban  District,  it  seems  a  great  pity  there  is  not  some  joint 
management  scheme  whereby  your  inhabitants  can  join  in  the 
benefits  of  such  an  Institution.
